No comp ensation Ls to 
be received for rehearsals and the 
commission is instructed to p rovide 
reg ular rehearsal p eriods and *riv- 
en the authority to engage and dis­ 
charg e members of the organisa­ 
tion. The measure sets out a com­ 
p lete scale of fees to be p aid the 
members of the band as fohcw>: 
for free p ublic concerts, the m u­ 
sicians are 
to be p aid not .o e\- i 
rep d $2 for each concert; whe e the 
band is required to p lay for a holi­ 
day and m the evening, the rate ?o 
be $3; for an entire day and eve­
